AN ACT 


To enforce and make more effectual an 
act, entitled “ An act laying an Embar- 
go on allships and vessels in the ports 
and harbors of the United States,” and 
the several acts suppiementary thereto. 
Br iT ENACTED. by the Senate and 

House of Kepresentatives of the United 

States of America, in Congress assemoled, 

That if any person or persons shall put. 

place, or loai on oard any ship, vessel, 

boat or water craft, or mto any cart. wag- 
gon, sled. or other carriage or vehicle,wit! 
or without Wheels, any specie, go0ds,wares 
or merchandize, with intent to export, 
transport or convey the same without the 

United States or the territories thereof, to 

any foreign piace, kingdom or country, or 

With intent to convey the same on board 

any foretzn ship or vessel, within or with- 

out the limits of the United States, or with 
the intent In any other manner to evade 
the aets to which this act is a supplement, 
all such specie, goods, wares and merchan- 
dize, and also the ship, vessel, boat, water 
craft. cart, waggon, sled, or other carriage 
or velicle.on board, or in which the same 
may be so put, placed, or loaded as afore- 
said, shall be forfeited, and the person or 
persons so putting, placing or loading the 
same as aloresard, andealso the aiders and 
abettors therein shall upon conviction, be 
adjudged purity of « tri titisterm..cnom, + 
and fined a sum, by the court before whigh 
the conviction is had, equal to four times 
the value of such specie. goods, wares and 
merchandize. Provided however, That 
this section shall not be construed to ex- 
tend to any person or persons, not being 
the owner or owners of such specie, goods, 
wares or merchandize, who shall first in- 
form and make complaint to the collector 
of the district of any such offence com- 
mitted within the same district ; and any 
informer or informers not being the own- 
er or owners as aforesaid, upon conviction 
of the offendera. shall be entitled to one 
half of the fine aforesaid, when the saine 
shall be rece:ved by the Uvited States, and 
shall be entitled to a certificate for that 
purpose from the court before whom the 


conviction shall be bad. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That 
it shall not be lawful to put on board any 
ship, vessel, or boat of any description 
whatever, any specie or goods, wares or 
merchandize, either of domestic or foreign 
growth, produce or manufacture, and the 
same is hereby probibited, unless a per- 
mit particularly stating the articles thus 
to be laden shall have been previously ob- 
tained from the collector of the district in 
which such ship, vessel, or boat, may then 
be, or from arevenue officer especially 
authorized by the collector to grant such 
permits 5 bor unless the lading shall be 
made under the inspection of the proper 
revenue officers, nor unless the owner, or

the trme when notiee of this act shall be 
received at the several custom-houses re- 
spectively, be laden in whole or in part, 
shall, on notice given by the collector, ei- 
ther discharge such cargo, or give bond 
for the same in the manner and on the 
conditions mentioned in the preceding sec- 
tion ; and if the cargo shall not be dis- 
charged within ten days, or the bond giv- 
en within three days after such notice, the 
ship, vessel. or boat and cargo, sha be 
wholly forfeited—But the collectors are 
hereby authorised to order or to cause the 
cargoes of such vessels to be discharged 
for the same causes as they may refuse 
permission to put any cargo on board of 
vessels not yet laden in whole or in part. 





And they are likewise authorised in the 
mean while, and until! the cargoes shall 
have been discharged, or bonds given, as 
the case may be, to take possession of 
such vessels and to take such other meas- 
ures as may be necessary to prevent their 
departure. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That 
the collectors of the customs be, and they 
are hereby authorised to grant under such 
general instructions as the President of 
the United States may give to that effect, 
a general permission to ships, vessels, or 
boats, whose employment has uniformly 
been confined to the navigation of bays, 
sounds. rivers, or lakes, within the juris- 
diction of the U. States, when it can be 
done without danger of the embargo being 
violated, to take on board at any time such 
articles of domestic or ioreign growth as 
may be designated in such general permis- 
sion or permissions. bond with one or 
more sureties being previously given to 
the United States by the owner, owners, 
consignee or factors of such ship, vessel, 
or boat, and by the master thereof, in an 
amount equal to three hundred dollars for 
each ton of the said vessel, that such ves- 
sel shall not, during the time limited in 
the condition of the bond, depart from any 
district of the Untted States without hav- 
ing previously obtained a clearance, nor 
until the master or commander shall have 
delivered to the collector or surveyor of 


the port of departure a menifest of ine 
whalo cang= —~ +---as UTat The Said Vessel 


shall not during the time above mention- 
ed, proceed to any other port than that 
mentioned in her clearance. or put any ar- 
ticle on board of any other vessel, or be 
emploved in any foreign trade ; and that 
on every voyage or trip the whole of the 
cargo shall be landed in a port of the U. 
States within the bay, sound, rivers, or 
lakes to which the n.vigationof such ves- 
scl is confined 

Sec 5. And be it further enacted, That 
if any ship, vessel or boat, not having re- 
ceived a general permission, and a gener- 
al bood not having been first given in the 
manner provided for in the next preceding 
section. shall take on board any specie, or 
any goods, warcs, or merchandize,either of 
foreign or domestic growth, produce or 
manufacture contrary to the provisions of 
the second section of this act, such ship, 
vessel, or boat, together with the specie 
and goods, wares or merchandize, shall be 
wholly forfeited—and the ewner or own- 
ers, agent, freighter, or f:ctors, master or 
commander of such ship, vessel, or boat, 
shail moreover severally forfeit and pay a 
sum equal to the value of the ship, vessel, 
cr boat, and of the cargo put on board the 
same. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That 
the person or persons whose names do or 
may appear as owner or owners of any 
ship or vessel either on the certificate of 
registry, enrollment or license of any 
such ship or vessel, or if neither register- 
ed nor licensed, on the last clearance or 





owners, consignee or factor, of such ship, 
vessel, or boat, shall, with the master, 
have given bond with one or more sureties | 
to the United States in a sum six times | 
the value of the vessel and cargo thatthe |

Provided, That nothing | 
contained in this section shall be construed — 
to extend to any ship, vessel, or boat, uni- 
formiy employed in the navigation only of 
bays, sounss, rivers and lakes, within the | 
jurisdiction of the United States, which — 
shall have obtained a genera’ perm'ssion, 
agreeably to the provisions in the fourth |

And be it farther enacted, That 
the owner or owners, consignee or factor,

But nfjther capture, 
distress, or any other 9 whatever 
shal, be pleaded or given @ evidence in 
any such suit: Ualess sugh capture shall 
be expressly proved to huve becn-peatite | 
by no ne I Yatioa, hor unless 
such vessel shall have been from the com- 
mencement of the voyage wholly navigat- 
ed by a master, mate or mates, mariners 
and crew, all of whom shall be cit.zens of 
the United States, nor unless such mate or 
mates, marwiers and crew, shail all if liv- 
ing, (and the proof of their death shall lie 
on the defendant) be produced on the tri 
al and sworn as competent witnesses, nor 
unless such master, mate or Mates, mari- 
ners a. dcrew, shall have signed a ship- 
ping paper in due form of law, and a co- 
py thereof designating specially the mas- 
ter, mate or mates, marimers and crew, 
and their permanent places of residence, 
shali have been lodged with the coilector 
of the port, 'o whom the bond aforesaid 
shall have been given, before the com- 
mencement of the voyage, and subscribed 
and sworn to by the master before such 
collector; and any master, who shall 
falsely, wilfully and corruptly swear as to 
the facts contained in such copy, shall, on 
conviction, suffer the pains and penalties of 
perjury. And in every suit instituted on 
a bond given as afuresaid, the defendants 
shail pay all cosis, if they shall not within 
the limited time have produced the certi 
ficate of relanding to the collector of the 
proper port. 

Sec. 8. And be it farther enacted, 
That no registered or sea letter vessel, 
though in ballast shall receive a clearance, 
or be permitted to depart from any port 
of the United States, unless the same 
bond shall have been previously given, 
which is required from vessels licensed 
for the coasting trade, before they are al- 
lowed to depart. And if any such ship or 
vessel shall depart without bond having 
been given as aforesaid, the said ship or 
vessel shal] be forfeited ; and the owner, 
owners, agent, consignee, factor. and mas- 
ter or commander of such ship or vessel, 
as well as any other person concerned in 
such prohibited departure, shall be lable 
to the same penalties rmposed by law in 
the case of vessels licensed for the coast- 
ing trade departmmg without bond having 
heen wiven, or without clearance, as afore- 
said. 

Sec. 9. Anthbe it further enacted, That 
the collectors of all the districts of the U- 
nited States, shall, and they are hereby 
authorised to take into their custody spe- 
ci¢ or any articices of domestic growth, 
produce or manufacture, found on board 
of any slip or vessel, boat or other water 
craft, when there is redson to believe that 
they are intended for exportation, or when 
In vessels, Carts, Waggons, sleighs, or any 
other carriage. or ui any mauuner appar. 
ently on their way towards the territories 
of a foreign nation, or the vicinity thereol, 
or towards a place whence such articles 
are imended to be exported; and not to 
permit sach erticles & be removed unul 
bond with sufficient sure'ies shali have 
beer given for the landmy or delivery of 


} the same in some place of the U States, 





whence in the opmion of the collector 
there shail not be any danger of such ar- 
ucks bone exported 

Sec 10. Aad be it further enacted, 
That the powers given to the collectors, 
cither by this or any other act respecting 
tue embargo to refuse permission to put 
wy cargo on board any vessel, boat, or 
other water craft, to detain any vessel, or 
to take into their custody any articles for 
the purpose of preventing violations of the 
embargo, shall be exercised in conformity 
with such imstructions as tne president 
may give, and such general rules as he 
may prescribe for that purpose, made in 
pursuance of the powers aforesaid ; winch 
‘structions and gencral rules the collec- 
tors shali be bound to obey---And if any 
action or suit be brought against any col- 
lector or other person acung under the 
directions of aid im pursuance of this act, 
he may picad the general issue, and give 
this act and the imstructions and regula- 
tions of the president in evidence for his 
justification and defence. Aud any per- 
son aggrieved by the acts of any collector 
in either of the cases aloresaid, may file 
his petition beiore the district Court of the 
district wherein the collector resides sta- 
ting the facts ot his case, and thereupon, 
after due notice to the district attorney 
and the collector, the satd court may sum- 
marily hear and adjudge thereupow as law 
und justice may require, and the judg- 
mem of said court, and tae reason and 
facts whercon it 1s grounded, Shall be flied 
among the records of said court; and if 
restoration of the property detained or ta- 
ken in Custody, or permission to load as a- 
furesaid, shali be decreed, it shall be upon 
the party’s giving such bond with sureties 
«$ is Cr shall be required to be taken in 
similar cases by the collector, and not oth- 
erwise ; but ti the said court shall adjudge 
against such petition, the collector shall be 
entitled to treble costs, which shall be tax- 
ed for him, and execution awarded accor- 
dingly by the court.

At a legal meeting of the Inhahitants of the 
town of Haliowell, ( Mass.) held on the 
eleventh day of January instant, the fol- 
lowing Resolutions were unanimously ac- 
cepted : 

Whereas the people have a right, in 
an orderly and peaceable manner, to as- 
semble and consult on the common good ; 
give instructions to their representatives ; 
and to request of the legislative body, by 
way of addresses, petitions, or remon- 
swances, redress of the wrongs done them 
and of the grievances they suffer ; and as 
« frequent recurrence to the fundamental 
principles of tire constitution, is absolute- 
ly necessary, to preserve the advantages 
of bberty, and to maintain a free govern 
micat; and the people have a right to re- 
quire of their lawgivers and magistrates, 
an omact and cveroe of etrorry | 
in the formation and execution of laws ne- 
cessarv for the good administration of the 
Commonwealth : 

And whereas, if the federal government 
should surpass the just bounds of its author- 
ity. and make atyrapnical use of its powers, 
the people, whose creature it is, must ap- 
peal to the standard they have formed. and 
take such measures to redress the injuries 
deve to the constitution, as the exigen- 
cy may suggest and prudence justify > and 
as by the 10th article emendatory of the 
Constitution of the United States, the 
standard to which they must appeal, it »s 
declared that, the powers not delegated 
to tne United States by the constitution, 
nor prohibited by it to the States, are re- 
served to the Staces respectively or to the 
people : ' ;

them by thatinstrument whence they de- 
rive their power, either by an open inirac- 
tion of a positive provision or prohibition, 
or extending the operation of a conceded 
power, beyond a fair and obvieus construc- 
tion of its ormginal design; such,acts are 
a palpsble breach of trust; an usurpation 
of power to destroy the very objects of ci- 
vil society, and are either a nuility or ty- 
ranny. 

That it becomes a sacred duty in the 
people, to watch with a jealous vigilance 
glisuch encroachments on their rights 
and liberties, and to proceed with caution, 
but with firmness. in obtaining a security 
for their rights and redress of their inju- 
ries. 

That we consider the imposition of our 
Embargo, perpetual in its terms, and un- 
precedented tp its duration, and more es- 
pecially the recent act for enforcing the 
same by the armh of the military instead 
‘of civil power, as unwarranted by the let- 
ter or spirit of the constitution. repugnant 
to the sentiments, and subversive the 
liberties of the people ; and under Prov- 
dence, we look up tothe Legislature of 
the State as the true legitimate and cor- 
rect source, to arrest this carcer of usur 


_ pation, and to obiain a redress for the 


grievances we sustain, under the Jate vio- 
icgnt acts of tyranny and breaches of the 


That in addition to the calamities ai- 
ready suffered, we anticipate with the most 
gloomy apprehensions and dismay, the 
compiete destruction of our navigation 


supportabl: burden of texation on our lands 
aud our farms, to support the national ex- 
ivencies which the eritical and unhappy 
times in which we live may require. 

That we view the course of the nego- 
tiations pursued with England, the rejec- 
tion of the treaty, and the passing a non- 
intercourse law directed solely against 
her, calculated, if not intended, to aid her 
antagonist in his gigantic and nefarious 
projects of ambition, as designed to hurry 
us into a war with the former, hopeless in 
its object, unnecessary for the support of 
our rights, absolutely destructive and ru- 
inous to the country, and which we yreat- 
ly fear would add us to the victims of [ol- 
ly and perfidy which have been produced 
as well by Gallic alliance, as by Gallic 
conquest 

Resolved, That we view with detesta- 
tion and abhorrence the hostile and law- 
less conduct of the officers of the revenue 
department who have, by violence and 
force of arms, seized the property of citi- 
zens pursuing their lawful employment ; 
and we also view with equal abhorrence 
the frequent robberies committed in the Post 
Office defartment in different parts of the 
State.

FOREIGN OFFICE, Sept 23, 1808. 
Sir, 

In laying before the King, your letter of 
the 23d of August, and in communicating 
to you the accompanying answer, which 
I have received his Majesty’s commands 
to return to it—I confess I feel some litth 
embarrassments from the repeated referen- 
ces which your letter contains, to what hus 
passed between us in conversation.—An 
embarrassment arising in no degree (as 
you are perfectly aware) from any feeling 
of distrust in you personally, but from « 
recollection of the mis) epresentation which 
took place in America of former confer- 
ences between us You gave me, on that 
account, the most satisfactory proof thet 
such misrefiresentation did not originate 
with you. by communicating to me that 
part of your dispatch, in which the con- 
ferences particularly referred to were re- 
lated correctly ; but this very circum 
stance wh.ch establishes your personal 
claim to entire confidence, proves, at the 
same time, that a fa't/fu/ report of a con- 
ference on your pari is not a security 
against its misrefresentation. 

[t was for that reason, principally, that 
after hearing, with the most respectful 
attention, all that you had to state to me. 
verbally, upon the subject of the present 
overture, I felt myself under the necessity 
of requiring, as “ indisfensable,”’ a written 
communication upon the subject. 

It is for that reason, also, that as m 
your written communication you refer me 
to our late conversations for the * bear- 
ings and details” of your proposal, I fee 
it Mecessary to recapitulate, as shortly as 
Il can, what I[ conceive to have passed in 
these conversations beyond what I find re- 
corded in your letter. 

The principal points on which the sug- 
gestions brought forward by you in per- 
sonal conference, uppear to me to have 
differed m some degree from the froftosal 
now statéd by you in writing are two—th« 

first, that in conversation the proposal it- 
self was not distinctly stated as an over- 
ture authorized by your government—the 
second, that the beneficial consequences 
likely to result to this country from the 
acceptance of that proposal were “ pur- 
sucd” through more ample “© illustra- 
tions.” 

In the first of our conferences, I under- 
stood you to say little more on the author- 
ity of your Government, than that you 
were instructed to remonstate against the 
Orders in Council of the 7th of Junuary, 
and tith of November 1807—but to add, 
as from yourself, an expression of you! 
own conviction, thatif these orders were 
repealed the President of the United Stares 


would suspend the Embargo with respec: 
to Great-Britatn, 








Upon the consequences of such a aug 
pension of the Embargo, while it would 
still continue to be enforced against Franee, 
you expatiated sargely—still aficaking, 
however, (as | understood,) your own jn, 
dividual sentiments. 

It was suggested by you, that America 
vould, in that case, probsbly arm her 
merchant-ships against the -ggressions of 
France—an expedient. to which, you ob. 
served, it would be perfectly idle to resort 
against Great-Britain. The collisions of 
armed vessels would probably produce war 
-and the United States would thus be 
brought into the very situation in which 
we must wish to place them—that of hos- 
tility to France, and virtual, if not formal 
alliance with Great- Britain, 

In our second conference, you repeat. 
ed and enforced the arguments calculated 
‘o induce the British Goverument to cun- 
sent to the repeal of the Orders in Coun. 
cil, and in this conference, ‘hough not stat. 
ing yourself to be authorized by your gov 
rnment formally to offer the susfiension of 
the Embargo as animiediate consequence of 
‘hat refeal—yet you aid profess (as | under- 
stood you) a readiness to take upon your- 
self to make that offer, frovided thar J 
should give you before hand an unofficial 
essurance that, coupled witb that offer so 
made, the demand of the repeal of the Or. 
ders in Council of Jan. and Nov. 1807 
would be probably rescinded. 

1, of course, declined to g-ve any such 
hrevious assurances—but a8 yOu appeared 
to attach great importance 46 this sugges. 
tion, and as I was led to think that a com. 
pliance with it might relieve you from a 
difficulty in executing the instructions of 
your government, | conseited to take a 
few days to consider of it, and to reserve 
my definitive answer until 1 should see 
you again. 

I never doubted in my own mind, as to 
the inexpediency and impropriety of en- 
couraging you fo take an unauthorized step, 
by an unofficial promise that it should be 
well received—but ina matter of such 
delicacy I was desirous of either confirm- 
ig or correcting my own opinion by the 
opnion of others. 

The result was, thatin a third inter- 
view, which took place shortly after the 
second, I had the honor to inform you, 
that after the most mature deliberation, I 
‘ound it impossible to yield to your sug- 
vestion, and that i', therefore, remained 
for you to frame your proposition according 
to the instructions of your government, as to 
your own unbiassed discretion, 

My own share in these several confer- 
ences, beyond what was implied in the 
above statement, was very small. I have 
(as you know) always wished to refer the 
argumentative discussion of the subject of 
the orders in council, to the official cer- 
respondence, Which I have more than 
once been taught to expect you to open 
upon it, than toengage with you in a ver- 
bal controversy, which, if confined to our- 
selves, would be uscless—If afterwards to 


be reduced into writing for the purpose of 
beitig communicated to our respective 


yovernments—superfluous. 

But to the representations which you 
have repeatedly made against the orders 
in council of January and November, **as 
violating the rights of the United States, 
and a Tecting most destructively their best 
Mterests upon grounds wholly inadmuissi- 
‘le both in principle and f.ct”—1 have 
uniformly maintained the unquestionable 
mght of his majesty to resort to the fullest 
measures of retalwtion, in consequence 
of the unparalleled aggression of the ene- 
my and to retort upon that enemy the e- 
vils of his own injustice—and have uni- 
formly contended that “if third parties 
uffer from those measures, the demand 
of reparation must be made to that power, 
which frst violates the estublished usa- 
wes of war and the rights of neutral states.” 

There was, indeed, one point, upon 
which I was particularly anxious to re- 
ceive precise information, and upon whichy 
irom your candour and frankness, I wes 
ortunate enough to obtain it. The cen- 
ecting together in your proposed ever- 
‘ure, the suspension of the embargo, and 
he repeal of the orders in council—as well 
‘hose of November as the succeeding 
me of the 7th of January, might appear 
to imply that the embargo had been the 
mmediate consequence of tox orders, and 
! was, therefore, desirous to ascertain 
Whether, in fact, the orders in conncil of 
‘ovember had been known to the Gov- 
‘rnment of the United States previous to 
ue message of the President frofiosing 
he embargo—so us to be a moving consid- 
ration to that message. 1 nad the satis~ 
‘ction to learn from you, that such wor 
not the factthat rumours, indeed, might 
iave reached America of some mcasure 
S further retaliation, being in the contem- 
‘lation of the British government, that, 
perhaps, (as I understood you,) some 
more severe and sweeping measures Might 
ave been expected—but that the orders 
0 council of the 1 ithof November as huv- 
ing been issued, there was no knowledge of 
1 America—at least none in possession of 
the American government at the time of 
woposing the embarzo.

Extract ofa letter froma gentleman in 
Portiand, to his friend in this town, dated 
PorTLAND, JAN. 14, 1809 

A spirit of ofifugnation to the *O grab 
me” Laws appears to prevail at Bath, 
with ‘ncreasing warmth. A ship of four 
hundred tens, loaded with Cotton, sailed 
trom there,last Thursday. Report says, 
the Captain went to the Custum House, 
and demanded a clearance for some purt 
in the state: offering the customary bonds 
for twice the amount of vessel and cargo 

Mhe officer refused to grant him a clear- 
ance, unless he gave bonds for 90,000 dol- 
lars, thrice the amount of the cargo 
‘his the Captain refused, telling the offi- 
cer he would proceed to sea in defiance of 
him, and that he might prevent him ii he 
could. 

Accordingly at the striking of the bell for 
one, the signal fixed upon, forty men 
jumped on board; loaded some cannon 
they had placed on the deck, and procca d- 
ed down theriver. The Cutter attempted 
to stop them, but was beaten off; and 
when they reached the fort, the soldiers, 
after discharging two heavy guns atthem, 
REFUSED TO OBLY THEIR OFFI- 
CERS, declaring that they would not fire 
upon their countrymen. The ship salu- 
ted the fort, and gave three cheers as sne 
passed.”

the state of New-Tork. 


RESOLUTION. 


Copy of a Resolution of the honorable the Legisla- 
ture of the state of New-York, passed the 8th 
day of April, 1808 

RESOLVED, that BENJAMIN PRES.- 
COTT, (or such other Engineer as the Gover- 
nor of this state shall approve and appoint,) 
may, at the expence of the inhabitants of the 
villages of Lansingburgh and Waterford, explore 
and suivey the North river, at and abour the 
place between the villages of Lansingburgh and 
Troy, where the said inhabitants have prayed 
for the liberty of constructing a Dam and Lock, 
for the improvement of the “navigation of said 
river ; and the said Engineer may report to the 
next meeting of the Legislature his opinion of 
the practicability of such improvement, and the 
effect it would have on the fishing, rafting and 
navigation, in the said river, both above and be- 
low the said-dam ; and that the said inhabitants 
shall publish, at their expence, in the Albany 

Register, the Farmers’ Kegister, (published in 

the village of Troy,) and in the Washington Re- 

gister, (published in the village ot Salem,) at 
least six weeks previous to the meeting of the 

Legislature, the report of the said Benjamin 

Prescorr, (or such engineer as aforesaid,) in- 

tended to be laid before the Legislature on the 

subject aforesaid. 


THE REPORT. 
‘To the Honorable the Legislature of the 
state of New-York, 
GENTLEMEN, 

Pursuant to a resolution ef vour honorable bo- 
dy, passed the 8ch day of April, 1808, and ar the 
request of the wnhabitants of the villages of Lan- 
singburgh and Wacrerford, I proceeded, on the 
17th of August last, to survey and explore the 
North rver between the village of roy and 
Lansingburgh, with a view to ascertain the 
practicability of the improvement in the naviga- 
tion of said river, by a Dam and Lock, as con- 
templated by said mhabitants, and the effect of 
such improvement upon fishing, rafting and nav- 
igation, both above and below the same. 

Any improvement in the navigation of a 
stream of water, like that of the North-river, is 
undoubtedly an object worthy the patric nage of 
the legisla:ure, and of primary importance to the 
public. My investigation om this subject has 
not, therefore, been guided by a reference toa 

rricular section of the, comrounity alone, but 
in reference to the public at large: Aud the re- 
sult of my enqoiries is,a decided opinion ia fa- 
vor of the contemplated improvement by a dam 
and lock, as the most practicable, easy and cer- 
tain mode of improvement, and such as 1 am 


confident will effectually improve the nav. gation 


above said dam; up tothe villages of Lansing- 
burgh and Waterford—and thereupon do report 
the same to your henors, with the following 
statements and opinions t— 

I commenced my survey in navigable water at 
Lansing’s or Lane’s dock, in said village of Lan- 
singborgh, and terminated it at a bluff rock a Jit- 
tle above Medges & Wicks’ store, so called. in tne 
bounds of the villige of Troy—being in distance, 
two miles and eighteen rods. In this distance, 
the fall of water is three feet two inches; the 
average depth of the river, about twenty rods a- 
bove said store, near the place proposed for build- 
ing said dam, is two feet ten inches, at low wa- 
ter; the depth of water on the rifts of rock, at 
the upper end of Lansing’s island, above, is four- 
teen inches. To make four feet six inches water 
on said rifts of rock, at low water, it will there- 
fore be necessary, acoording to the principle of 
backing water, to raise said dam nine feet six 
inches from the bed of the river, and about six 
feet above low water. 

The dam should be s6 constructed, as that one 
hundred feet or more thereof in length, across 
the main channel of the river, which is along the 
eastern shore, should be from twelve to eighteen 
inches lower than the other part thereot, and 
and made in the form of a roiling dam, with an 
apron, not exceeding in elevation fifteen degrees. 
The lock to be constructed on the eastern shore, 
with such dimensions and in such manner as 
your honors may direct. 

I have fixed upon the place above stated for 
the dam,as being below all the obstructions com- 
plained of ; and to build it at any place above, 
would cause the expenditure of a very considera- 
ble sum of money to clear our the channel and 
improve the navigation below ; and after all, it 
would still be liabie to the same casualties, and 
the great object in view might thereby be entire- 
ly defeated. 

Such a dam as above described, will not, in the 
opinion of the undersigned, furnish any induce. 
ment for fish to forsake said river, as many sup- 
pose, or obstruct their passage up the same, for 
the following reasons :—I1 1s a well known fact, 
that any natural as well as artificial obstructions 
ina river, will have more or less effect upon the 
passage of fish ; but 1 is also well known, that 
tish pass up rapids at an angle of -wency-five or 
even thirty degrees. Besides, the passage of fish 
up a river is generally im the months of April and 
May, during which time there is avery Consid- 
erable rise of water, sothat fish would meet with 
very little if any ascent, in passing said dam.— 
This opinion is farther corroborated by the fcl- 
lowing facts :— 

In the year 1793, I erected a dam upon a rapid, 
across the Connecticut river, «t South-Hadley, 
the lowest part of which exceeded four feet six 
inches perpendicular heigh:. The fish have al- 
ways passed over that. obstruction, and are still 
taken above, as before 

In 1795, 1 erec:ed another dam across said 
river, at the head of a bar, upon a rapid, at Mon- 
tague, about thirty-five miles above South. Had- 
ley, from twelve to fifteen feet perpendicular 
height. No fish pass this last dam, although 
they were taken above it before the same was 
erected ; but they do not, on that account, for- 
sake the river,bu: are caught inas great abundance 
immediately below said dam as before. The 
place proposed for the contemplated dam acrcss 
the North River, is not upon a rapid, bet in sti// 
water. 

As to rafting, it is the opinion of the under- 
signed, that the rafting business will rather be 
benetitted than injured by the proposed dam ; 
for by raising the water over the shoals and 
rifts above, rafts may be brought down with 
greater facility, and may always pass over the 
lowest part of said dam with perfect safety. 
Norcau the undersigned discover any reason 
whatever on which to found a belief, that the na- 
vigation below said dam can in the least be in- 
jured thereby ; but, on the contrary, it is believ- 
ed, that by throwing the great body of water o 
ver the lowest part of said darn, the tendency 
will be, to deepen and keep clear the channel be- 
low. A similar effect has been produced, by 
thus contracting the main body of water in the 
Connecticut river, between Hartford and Middle- 
town. 

It will be proner further to state to your hon- 
ors, that north of the village of Lansingbergh, 
there is a rapid on tall of wayer in said North riv- 
er, of six feet, as ascertained by me in a former 
survey ; and there are no fiat lands below said 
falls: And having examined the river and flat 
lands above said fall, 1 am satisfied that said 
dam can never set back the water, so as to pro- 
duce any stagnant waters above.

Mr. J. R. Van Rensselaer, pursuant to leave, 
brought in a bill for allowing people of colour, 
after being manumitted, to hold real estate, and 
to enjoy all the privileges of freemen.

Mr. Van Antwerp moved to go into commit- 
tee of the whole on the bill for incorporating the 
North-River Lock Navigation compary. 

Mr. Bishop objected to going into the discus- 


sion of this bill immediately. it was of great 
importance,’and would meet with much opposi- 
tion. Time ought to be given for remonsiran- 
ces to come in. 

Mr. Van Antwerp contended that the project 
was not new; and thar the people who were op- 
posed to it had had suflicient time to remon- 
strate. 

Mr. Bioom (of Dutchess) observed that there 
was great opposition tothe project in various 
paris of the state ; but the opponents were scat- 
tered, and much time was necessary to collect 
the names of remonstrants. 

Mr. Van Antwerp was willing to make it the 
order of the day for Mouday next. 

Mr. Bishop objected to this. 

Mr. J. R. Van Rensselaer remarked, that for 
himself he felt an indifference respecting the 
bill; but as many of his constituents were op- 
posed to it, and as it wasau affair of very con- 
siderable importance, he would move for its 
postponement until a fortnight from to-day, 
that time might be given to remonstrate. 

This motion was a to. 

Mr. Sanford, trom the select committee to 
whom was referred the bill for making com- 
pensation to the electors of president and vice- 

president, reporied the bill complete, excepting 
a blank ta be filled with the sum to be allowgd 
the electors per day. The bill was committed 
to acom.untee of the whole, 
The bill for the pardon of Rufus Hill was 





made the order of the day for to-morrow. 
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Mr. Gerinan, from the committes appointed 
on the last day of the late meeting, to report 
what persons should be admitted into the assem- 
bly chamber—offered a resolution for admitting 
the members of the senate, and the members 
of the council of revision—empowering the 
speaker to admit stenographers—and directing 
the sergeant at armeto keep out all other per- 
sons, unless introduced by a member. 

Mr. Van Vechten was unwilling to empower 
members to introduce persons, and stated his ob- 
jections. Resolution postponed till to-morrow 

Mr. German, from the committee to whom 
was referred the petition of the inhabitants of 
Chenango and Madison, reported in favor of the 
prayer of the petition, and pursuant to leave, 
brought in a bill for laying out a certain road, 
which was twice read, and committed to a com- 
mittee of the whole. 

The petition of the New-York African Socie. 
ty was read and referred to the members from 
New-York. 

Mr. Skinner gave notice that he should, on 
some futwre day, move for leave to bring ina 
bill, for vesting certain powers in the freeholders 
and the inhabitants of the village of Sandy Hill. 

In committee of the whole, on the bill for 
granting certain privileges to religious socieries— 
Mr. S. Van Rensselaer in the chair. Mr. Ger- 
man opposed and Mr. Sanford advocated the bill 
—when the committee rose without coming toa 
decision. 

Mr. Fairlie stated that his colleague, Mr. 
Constant, was at the late extra meeting, appoint- 
ed chairman of the committee of revisal and 
unfinished business—that he had received an 
appointment under the government of the U. 
S. and had consequently vacared his seat. He 
therefore moved that another chairman might 
be appointed in his place. Mr. Skinner was 
accordingly appointed. 

William Cockburn had leave to withdraw his 
petition, presented a few days since. 

Mr. Sanford gave notice, that he should, on 
some future day, move for leave to bring ina 
bill to prevent insurance on Lottery Tickets. 

Mr. Bloom, (of Dutchess) gave notice that he 
should on some future day, move for leave to 
bring in a bill to repeal the act to prevent injury 
by dogs, in the county of Dutchess. 

In committee of the whole, on the bill for com- 
pensating the electors of president and vice-pre- 
sident—Mr. B. Wright in the chair. 

Mr. Bulkley moved to fill the blank for the 
daily compensation of the electors, with two dol- 
lars and fifty cents. 

Mr. German moved for three dollars. 

Mr. Fairlie proposed four dollars. 

Motion for four dollars—lost. 

For three dollars—carried. 

The bill was then agreed to, and ordered to be 
engrossed. 

Adjourred. 

Wednesday, Fanuary 25. 

A resolution was received from the senate, 
and concurred in by the house, for appointing a 
regent of the university of the state of New- 
York, in the room of Peter Sylvester, Esq. de- 
ceased. 

Message from the Senate, that they have pas- 
sed the bill authorising the Mayor, &c. of New- 
York to raise money by tax. 

A resolution was passed, fixing on Friday 
next for the cheice of a council of appointment. 

Mr. Van Vechten, from the cemmittee on ex- 
piring Jaws, pursuant to leave, brought in a bill 
for appointing a treasurer of this state, which 
was read the first time, and ordered a second 
reading. 

Mr. Child moved a resolution for appointing a 
committee to enquire into the practicability of so 
altering the construction of the assembly cham- 
ber, as to enable the members to hear each other. 
The resolution was carried, and the following 
gentlemen appointed, viz. Messrs. Fairlie, S. 
Van Rensselaer, and Van Antwerp. 

The order of the day was called for, on the bill 
for pardoning Rufus Hill—Mr. Wright in the 
chair. 

Mr. Bloom, of Dutchess, opened the debate on 
this bill, and opposed it with ingenuity and force. 

Mr. Ross followed, in favor of the bill It 
was also advocated by Messrs. Skinner and 

Fairlie. 

Messrs. Sanford, Van Vechten, Van Antwerp, 
German, and J. RK. Van Rensselaer, spoke a- 
gainsc the bill. 

Mr. Fairlie moved for the committee to rise. 
It was opposed by Mr. Bishop—and lest. 

The bill was then agreed to, 70 to 32, and or- 
dered to be engrossed. 

Mr.J. R Van Rensselaer laid the following 
resolutions on the table :-— 


Whereas the protection and encouragement of 
commerce are essential to the prosperity and wel- 
fare of this stare: And whereas ‘he consti:ution 
of the United States unequivocally recognizes 
the security of our commercial rights, as an im- 
portant duty of the National Government, by 
granting to Congress the power of rezulating 
commerce: And whereas arbitrary restrictions 
of those rights and the indefinite interdiction of 
their free exercise, are incompatible with that 
duty: And whereas the citizens of this stare 
have, with unexampled parience, submitted one 
whole year to the ruinous sacrifices of property 
which have attended the operation of the embar- 
go, in full confidence that when its inetficucy 
to command respect for our nationa! rights from 
the belligerent powers should be ascertained, it 
would be immediately repealed: And whereas by 
the recent passage of an act for enforcing the 
embargo more rigorously, the hopes of its speedy 
repeal are now destroyed, notwithstanding the 
most conclusive evidence of its frtility, and che 
most fatal experience of its destructive operation 
upon the citizens of the United Stares: And. 
whereas the last mentioned act is repugnant to 
express constitutional provisions—deroyatory to 
rhe authority of the s'ace governments, and sub 
versive of civil liberty ; imasmuch as it exposes 
the owner of a coasting vesselto a suit tora 
heavy penalty for the non-fulfilment of the con. 
dition of his bond to the collector, without per- 
mitting him to plead or give in evidence in bis 
defence, that such non.fulbluent was occasioned 
by captpre, disterss, or any other accident, “* une
